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WHAT WILL MR. HARDING DO? 
It is good news that Mr. Harding’s 
health shows signs of great improve­ 
ment as a result of his holiday' in 
Florida. 
He is going to 
need pres­ 
ently all the good health that it is pos- 


4 sible for him to have. Signs multiply 
that his difficulties and perplexities as 
president are going to be even great­ 
er than has seemed likely and that 
they are going to begin the moment 
he takes office. 
The most recent and 
perhaps the most portentious of these 
signs is the reparations program re­ 
cently drawn up by the supreme coun­ 
cil of the Allies at Paris. 
This program may mean a great 
new war in Europe this spring because 
Germany may seek to avoid the terms 
set down and in this endeavor might 
go into the arms of the Russian Bol­ 
shevik!

thorize two airplane carriers with a

go through the Panama Canal, one 
to be stationed in each ocean. 
Rear Admiral D. VV. Naylor, chief 
naval constructor, told the commit­ 
tee the carriers* would cost from 
*21.000.000 to $28,000,000 each.

der 30 months, he said.
